During a House meeting

Valiants” and “Mel and Tim” 
are scheduled to perform at 7 
p.m. on March 7. Spiceland said 
that it would be between a four 
and five and a half hour concert 
with the admission set at $3.

Only the chairman 
and one member of the 10 
member committee were

SEVERAL BILLS WEJtE 
PLACED before the House and 
passed during the meeting. The 
first bill to be passed was a 
resolution to abolish the 
ballroom procedures during 
registration. It called for the 
packets to be sent directly to the 
student and that the actual 
registration procedure being 
with the departmental approval 
of the student’s schedule. 

Also passed during the 
meeting was a recommendation 
that the SGA sponsor a band for 
BFD during Spring Quarter. It 
recommenaed that the price of 
the group range from $350 to 
$550. 

THE THIRD BILL PASSED 

during the meeting asked the 
SGA to recommend an ex¬ 
perimental policy of complete 
open housing to this year. The 
resolution stated that the policy 
should give students all rights of 
adults granted to them by the 
U S Constitution; that the ex¬ 
periment be carried out in 
Austin Peay Hall and that it be 
open to all students. 

At the end of the experiment, 
the policy will be evaluated. An 
amendment was added to the 
bill that gives access to the 
experiment to any University 
department that would be 
concerned with the research. 

A FLOOR RESOLUTION' 
was also passed that cal led for 
the SGA Cabinet and president 
to submit the new revised 
constitution to the House and 
Senate within two weeks. 

Another floor resolution was 
passed placing the House on 
record in favor of giving the 
senator taking Bob Shannon's 
place in the Senate the right to 
vote.

THE TWO MEN WERE 
identified as Bobby Morrison 
and Miqueral Whitten, who 
have been charged with assault 
and battery, according to Police 
Chief Benningfield. Both men 
were placed in the Weakley 
County Jail but are currently 
free on bond of $2,500 each. 

Morrison, wham Benningfield 
described as “a local hood,” 
and Whitten will appear before 
the April term of the Grand jury 
with Charles McWherter, a 
Martin lawyer, representing 
them, the chief said.

IELD did not identify the agent, 
sources close to the police 
department said the agent was 
Jerry London, who worked as 
an undercover agent last 
quarter when several persons 
were arrested on a variety of 
drug related charges. 

Witnesses at the Hour Glass 
said the agent and another 
person were in the tavern when 
the agent was identified. When

LSD seized 
in drug bust 

A total of 100 to 150 tablets of 
LSD and a quantity of 
marijuana was seized and two 
former UTM students arrested 
in connection with an off- 
campus raid conducted Friday 
night by the Martin Police. 

Police identified the two 
persons arrested as James 
Milton Bailey, 19 and William 
Ash Murray, 20, who were taken 
into custody following the 11 
p.m. raid at 307 Church Street 

Both persons were charged 
with possession with intent to 
sell, according to police. 
Murray and Bailey were UTM 
students last quarter but were 
dropped from the University for 
academic reasons, according to 
the Registrar's Office. 


Students seek help for Rossell 
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Revision needed now 


Ever since last year when the Constitutional Revision Cim- 
mission was appointed, there probably has been nothing good or 
decent said about our present constitution. People from all sides 
of the political spectrum on this campus have called it ambiguous, 
vague, disorganized, and even dishonest. 

Last year’s committee, although it was racked with much 
bickering, did an admirable job. This year a functioning com¬ 
mittee was not appointed until after the beginning of winter 
quarter. They did the work , by the deadline, and turned it over to 
the SGA president and his cabinet. Since that time no noticable 
work or progress has been seen and no progress reports have been 
issued. When asked when it would be finished,Simmons replied 
that it would be done when he had time to get around to it. This is 
certainly not representative of an SGA official who made con¬ 
stitutional revision one of his campaign promises. 

The point here is not who is sitting on the constitution, but that 
there is no work now being done on it. The function and power of 
SGA depends upon this document. It should be the top priorities of 
this administration to have it passed as soon as possible. 

Hopefully, the new constitution should be in effect by the Spring 
Quarter elections. The students need to be able to judge the SGA 
candidates by the powers they will be operating under next fall. 
No valid reason can be given for any further delay, other than just 
being plain lazy or in playing some sort of political game that has 
no business being played. 

The issue is very simple. The important business at hand should 
be taken care of now. If the people responsible can not handle the 
revision, then maybe it should be turned over to those who will. 

Love conquers bigotry 

The famed Up With People group that came to UTM to spread 
love and peace and mtercultural understanding met with housing 
difficulties on a small scale from a few citizens in Martin and 
UTM students because of their practice of entertaining as an 
interracial group. 

One source stated that when a local minister was approached 
for a list of his church members, he refused, claiming that he was. 
afraid that some of his flock might object to being contacted for 
such purposes. 

Other sources stated that when some students were ap¬ 
proached, they remarked in subtle tones that they wanted only 
white roommates. This type of attitude shows a definite lack of 
good will regardless of race, creed or color. It is true that people 
can entertain who and when they please with no fear of legal 
retribution, but this type of discriminatory practice against an 
international group does not create a favorable impression to 
members of minority and representatives of foreign nations who 
have come to this country. 

As previously stated these discriminatory acts happened on 
such a small scale that they were almost insignificant; especially 
since many people both in the town on campus, after they found 
that UWP were scheduled to be on campus, practically begged for 
the chance to open their homes and hearts to the mini-UN 
delegation. 

These entertainers were in such demand by the townspeople, 
that only 36 out of the 107 UPW cast stayed on campus and the 
seemingly endless number of students that surged forth after the 
performance to be interviewed for a chance to travel with UWP 
for next year, shows that the feeling of love regardless of race, 
creed or color still is capable of conquering the powers of bigotry.

Communication and racism

For some time I have been obsessed with a desire to write an 
article to The Pacer, but each time I thought I would, fear or my 
better judgement has prevented me. Fear that 1 might start a 
controversy with the paper There was also fear of not being able 
write well enough to avoid ridicule from the readers and em¬ 
barrassment to myself. And I am reminded of the advice of 
Abraham Lincoln. “No man can carry his own home town.” I 
scarcely have a home town, not to mention a great newspaper. 
However, because of the occasion to which I write this article, 
neither fear nor better judgment could contain me. 

This week is called by some Brotherhood, by some Race 
Relations and by others Human Relations Week. There may be 
other terms but for some reason I like to call it Human Relations 
Week. Maybe it is because 1 am chairman of the camDUS Human 
Relations Committee and I do hope that what I say here will be 
consistent with the philosophy of that committee. 

I don’t feel that any person whether black, white, red, brown, oi 
polka dot would deny that America stands out as the leader 
among nations of the world. We have brought the entire world to 
the threshold of the future. Our scientific and technological genius 
have constructed bridges to span the seas and buildings t*kiss the 
celestrial bodies of the heavens, decreased distances, and 
reorganized time through machines and men who operate them. 

In medical science we have completely eradicated many 
diseases which have plagued mankind for years. We have 
alleviated pain, prolonged lives, and transplanted vital organs. 
Americans can all be Justifiably proud of these accomplishments. 
Yet when we examine our progress in human relations we must 
hide our faces in shame. 

Shameful that we have moved with Jet -like speed in our 
technological and scientific development wmle creeping at horse- 
and-buggy speed in human relations. With our jet like speed in 
science and technology we have made the universe a neigh¬ 
borhood, but due to our horse and buggy speed in human 
relations, we have not made our country a brotherhood. It is time 
the wordsof our sacred documents (Constitution and Declaration 
of Independence) be felt in our hearts as well as uttered from our 
lips. 

Generations yet unborn may find it unbelievable that a slight 
difference in the chemical composition of their skin or different 
religious views or national origins have caused men to hate, 
despise, revile, and persecute each other. But these slight dif¬ 
ferences do effect our generation. Why do men hate each other? 
Do you have an answer to that query? I believe Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. did have the answer. 

"Men hate each other because they don’t trust each other. They 
don’t trust each other because they don't know each other.” 

In times like these, we need to come together. Abraham Lincoln 
quoting St. Mark 3:25 said, “A house divided against itself cannot 
stand." What is it that divides us? 

The National Advisory Committee on civil disorders said our 
s nation is moving toward two societies, one black and one white, 
(we can add to that brown, yellow, and red) separate and 
unequal. They concluded that this polarizatrion was due to white 
racism 

Whether it is white racism or black or brown or red, regardless 
what color or who practices it, I believe racism is a disease, a 
sickness. 1 believe that the sickness of division is not primarily 
social nor political but spiritual in nature. 

Finally, I believe that the love of Christ enshrined in the hearts 
of all people of whatever color, religion, or creed is the solution to 
all our problems, whether among nations, in the nation or in the 
college community. 

How can we foster good human relations? As already alluded to, 
1 strongly believe in communication, not just words, but an un¬ 
derstanding, getting through to one another. A facial expression, 
a gesture speakes louder than words.I believe a positive attitude 
is a key to human relations. 

Negative attitudes lead to sterotyping which leads to complexes 
which ultimately leads to racism. Positive attitudes can be 
enhanced by learning the facts as they relate to other groups. 

Negative attitudes usually result in preconceived notions or 
misconceptions. Not all people of any particular race, creed, or 
color are bad, nor are all of them good. Seek to find what makes 
them tick, what turns them on or off. Then judge them by their 
natural worth and not by the color of their skin, church affiliation 
or national origin. 

We must curb our sensitiveness. Too many are too sensitive, too 
easily rubbed the wrong way. We must not get uptight over a 
clenched fist or a rebel flag. We must not lose our cool whether 
one sings “Dixie” or “We shall Overcome” whether hair is long or 
short. 

Finally, ours is a task to bridge the gap. Tear down the par¬ 
tition Black power is not the way. White power is not the way, nor 
even green power. We are brothers, you know, and God is the 
father of us all. For it is written, “Out of one blood God created us 
all.” 

All colors, all creeds, male, and female. To those who believe in 
Him, no further explanation is necessary. To those who do not 
believe in Him. Nofurther explanation is possible.

Academic Senate discusses militaiy science

Questions concerning the 
military science curriculum 
and the student residence 
requirements for obtaining a 
second bachelor's degree were 
raised during a meeting last 
week of the Academic Senate 
A minor in military science 
has been requested for students 
majoring in history, political 
science sociology or law en 
forcement. A member of the 
Senate, suggested that military 
science should not become a 
minor under the law en¬ 


forcement program because the 
law enforcement agencies are 
trying to dissolve their military 
image. 

Dr. David Copeland furthered 
the dispute and asked the 
matter be tabled for detailed 
inquiry, but his proposal was 
rejected. 

One member of the military 
science department said in 
response to a question that all 
members of that department 
either hold a master’s degree or 
are currently working on one. 

There also was discussion 
concerning the statement in the 


current catalog which requires 
an extra year of residence for a 
student to receive a second 
bachelor’s degree 

The proposal before the 
Senate would have that sen¬ 
tence deleted from future 
editions. Dr. Copeland said the 
sentence was subject to in¬ 
terpretation either way and 
requested that it be tabled. 
Again his motion was 
overruled. 

The majority of the Senate 
members also voted to make 
additional study of the class 
attendance policy. Currently 


there is no mandatory class 
attendance policy, although 
some Senate members feel 
class attendance should be 
made mandatory as was the 
case several years ago. 

Mrs. Mary Armstrong, dean 
of the Home Economics School, 
proposed a new curriculum of

Dr. Ogilvie will also discuss 
the carnival atmosphere which 
prevailed at Dayton, the 
courtroom antics of Clarence 
Darrow, the partisan reporting 
of the trial, and the motives and 
actions of the principals.

Construction of one of the most important improvements to be 
made on the UTM campus is scheduled to get underway this year 
|The architectural firm of Gassner, Nathan, Browne of Memphis is 
(working on the plans for the Physical Education, complex to be 
ompleted in 1"75. The P.E complex will not only add to the 
athletic program it will greatly up-date the physical education 
department, and it will provide needed space for individual 
students. 

The old gym which is presently occupied by women’s P.E., was 
built in 1930 to accommodate 200 people. At the present time the 
school has an enrollment of approximately 5,(KM). In 1963 the field 
house was built in order to up-date the physical education 
department. Shortly after the field house was completed the 
student body had increased beyond the capacity of the building. 
|The physical education complex will include the present field 
house and a massive new structure, in order to accommodate the 
present enrollmen and an expected enrollment. 

The most impo ant factor taken into consideration by the 
Jplanning committee is the individual student. Spaces will be 
(available for students to work out, or practice a gymnastic 
routine. 

The indoor plans call for an Olympic size pool, weight training, 
Ihandball, and a number of multi-purpose areas. One large gym 
(will have a seating capacity of 8,000 This area will include a 
basketball court. Tiio ares can also be divided into sections that 
(will allow a number of events to be held at the same time. A 
portable stage will be included for group performances New 
luxuries will include a sauna bath and a lounge where students 
can play a relaxing game of table tennis. 

The outdoor facilities will include handball courts, a number of 
tennis courts, some of which will be lighted, and a number of 
multi-purpose fields. New parking facilities for commuters as 
well as for spectators. 

The athletic program will benefit from the complex in that UTM 
facilities will compare with the facilities of other GSC schools. 
Menand womens P.E. w>l hav ; >■’ modern c) jus rooms, which' 
they need. Individual students will have available space to use 
to their advantage. The complex will add new dimensions to 
student life on the UTM campus and will greatly increase the 
chance for more competitive athletics.

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"Hunger is the most basic drive man has," Dr. Elizabeth Neige 
Todhunter said in her lecture, in the Humanities Auditorium 
Thursday night. “Hunger can even drive man to cannibalism,” 
she added, pointing out the fate of Donner party's trek west over 
100 years ago and the recent incident of the plane crash in the 
Andes. 

Claiming food is more than something to satisfy hunger, she 
said it satisfies other needs and that the wrong food can be chosen 
to maet those needs. She mentioned that the cases of scurvy on 
early British sailing ships and the deaths of the members of the 
Scott expedition to the South Pole occurred "not because they 
didn't have enough food, but because they didn’t have the right 
kind of food.” 

Dr. Todhunter said the niacin deficiency disease, pellegra, 
caieed 528 deaths in Tennessee and 4,315 deaths in the United 
States in 1926. In 1930, she said it caused 7,000 deaths throughout 
the country. She also pointed out that a recent survey by the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare showed that a 
protein and calcium deficiency in the diet exists in various parts 
of the country, especially in poverty areas.
